Helpless Passengers Drown When Coach 
is Submerged in Creek- Fifteen 
Dead and Forty Injured. 


aKnsas City, Mo., Oct. i6.—At least 
fifteen persons were killed and manj' 
were injured today when motor train 
No. 579 on the Union Pacific railroad 
plunged 
down an 
embankment 
near 
Bandolph, Kas. 


A washout caused the accident. One 
of the cars on the train was submerged 
in Fancy creek, a local stream, and 
most of the dead were drowned. 


This information came to the Union 
Pacific ofaces in Kansas City today. 
The train, which carried two cars, left 
Manhattan 
early 
this 
morning 
for 
Marysville. 
It carried about seventy- 
six passengers. 


A three-inch rain fell in the vicinity 
yesterday. 
The accident occurred near 
the approach to the bridge over Fancy 
creek, where the track had been washed 
away. 
Both cars plunged 
down 
the 
high embankment, the first car burying 
itself deep in the stream below. 


Teachers Are Victims. 


Railroad officials said tlic train usu- 
ally earricd many traveling men. 
To- 
daj' it had as passeng^Ts when it left 
Manhattan a delegation of young wom- 
en school teachers en route to tiio Kiley 
county teachers' convention which was 
to have opened at liandolph today. The; 
accident occurred at 7:50 o'clock iliis 
morning. 
Dr. Louis Atwood, a Topeka 
physician, was among tliose killed. 


Four Bodies Recovered. 


At noon, according to a message from 
the scene, four bodies had been recov- 
ered. 
Work of rescue then was aban- 
doned until wrecking eciuipraent could 
lift the coach out of the water. 
Res- 
cuers had been unable to get into the 
forward compartment. 


It was there the greatest loss of life 
was believed to have occurred. 
Dr. At- 
wood and Alma K. Jellin, of Garrison, 
Kas.. were the only identified dead up 
to noon. At that hour it was estimated 
forty persons had been injured. 


Abutment Washed Away. 


According to a message from Ran- 
dolph the wreck was caused by 
the; 
washing out of the abutment of the' 
bridge across Fancy creek. 
As a result 
of heavv rains last night the stream 
was running bank full. 
The bridge 
itself did not give way, but when the 
heavy car struck tiir embankment it 
sank end duwn into nine fei3t of water 
and two or threi^ feci of mud. The car ¡

The report that Gen. Rudolfo Fierro 
was dead, received last night, came over 
the military wires from Casas Grandes. 
It stated that Fierro had been drowned 
while fording the river. 


A 
Mexican 
passenger 
from 
Casas 
Grandes, arriving Tliiirsday night, was 
said to have brouglit the first word of 
Villa's death, but his story became pub- 
lic only late 
yesterday, 
v.lien it re- 
ceived o. partial confinnation from an 
American arrival, wlio .said lie had been 
so informed by a railroad employe.

Villa was 
killed in p. fight Avlien 
dissatisfaction 
broke out in the Villa faction.

story says that he was being tried by 
a court martial and tluit the trial was 
still in progress when the bearer left 
Casas Grandos.

Removes Notable Leader. 


The death of .Gen. Fcirro, reported 
la«t night from Casas Grandes. INIexico, 
removes from the A'illa eampaigu one 
of its most notable leaders. 


Feirro sprang into prominence at the 
time of the death of Wm. Benton, a 
British 
subject at Juarez, two 
years 
ago. 
Benton's death, which never has 
been satisfactorily explained, has been 
laid to Feirro, then Villa's bofly guard. 


During one of Villa's critical battles 
Feirro in the face of a deadly fire un- 
coupled a troop train, preventing ar- 
rival 
of 
reinforcements. 
This 
deed 


was said to have won him his general- 
ship. 
Later Feirro became 
notorious 
as an executioner. 
One of his exploits, 
as reported from the battlefieldj was 
the shooting of more than three hun- 
dred prisoners. 
He is reported to have 
killed them by forming them in a row 
and as rapidly as his aid could feed his 
gun, 
shooting 
them. 
However, 
the 
story is discreaited here. 
It was hinted 
that Fein-o was the victim of a con- 
spiracy. 


It was reported that a plot existed 
to remove both he and Gen. Urhana 
from the Villa 
ranks. 
Gen 
Rohles, 
of the Carranza forces, it was said, had 
refused to take over the Villa army 
while Urbana and Feirro lived.

HARD FIGHTING ON 
FRONT IN LORRAINE 


Paris, Oct. 16.—French forces have re- 
pulsed several counter attacks in the 
Lorraine district against trenches occu- 
pied by them yesterday, according to 
the official statement 
issued

TERRIFIC ATTACK ON BRIDGE. 


Forty Thousand Bulgarian Troops As- 
sail Serbian Point.

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State's Work for Health. 


State Food and Drug Commissioner Barnard, in a report jnst 
submitted to the state board of health, has outlined a rather pre- 
-tintious program of activities which makes it evident that the de- 
partment is determined to prosecute still more vigorously its cam- 
paign for health and its program of disease prevention in Indiana. 
It is needless to say, also, that no more important work than this 
can claim the attention of any department of the state govemmrait. 
Investigation of the water supply of various cities in the state; in- 
vestigation of food and drug samples; investigation of persons dis- 
pensing food in restaurants, bakeries and groceries and other public 
places and fnrtlier investigation of the milk problem are the impor- 
tant avenues of Commissioner Barnard's endeavors. 


That these are being conducted on a more extensive scale than 
is generally appreciated is made evident by some sections of the 
report of the commissioner. By Avay of example there is cited the 
analysis ol the water supply in Logansport and in Noblesville. 
With the assistance of city officials and the work of seniors at Pur- 
due, DePauw and Butler universities, the commission investigated 
2,210 samples in Logansport, finding 674 samples dangerous. 
In 
Noblesvillc. 
s.-miples were analyzed and 100 were found to be 
bad. 
The wAw supply was contaminated in many places through 
surroundinss and in many places the wells were closed. 
The com- 
mission also lias iinalyzcd the water supply in Booneville, Aurora, 
Paoli, West Baden and French IJck. 


Along Avitb it'; othrr work during recent months there has been 
an investigation of 2.00;] places dispensing food or dnigs in Indiana, 
Bad the iuspoctovs liavc condemned and ordered closed forty-four 
of these, ^vhile otli^rs not so flagrantly offensive -vvere given oppor- 
tunity to correct the occasion for criticism. 
Supplemental to the 
board's work, too, has been the observance of disease prevention day 
and the ''health Ayeek" cnisades in many Indiana cities. Altogether, 
the work for public health in Indiana has assumed most encouraging 
proportions. Its fruits will be the conservation of human life and 
incalcnlable additions to the sum total of human happiness, to say 
nothing of the lightening of the load of physical suffering. It will 
be well worth- while for each of us to second in every way possible 
the public health efforts of the state department.

Eleven heifer calves 
resulted, in 
one 
instance and seven in the other. 
The 
offspring of the scrub bull averaged 
30* pounds of butter fat per year less 
than their dams, while the offspring 
from the pure-bred bull average 
40 
pounds of butter fat more than their 
dams. 
This made a difference of 70 
ponuds of butter fat per year in the 
offspring of the two bulls crossed on 
the same cows. 
This 70 pounds of 
butter fat would sell for $21. Thé pro- 
duction^ would continue tp increase with 
each generation as long as a good bull 
was used.

Greece's decision not to join fon-M 
with Serbia "at present," although caus- 
ing profound disappointment in England 
and is regarded by many London com- 
mentators as equivocal and as violating 
the obligations to Serbia has, at least, 
been annc^imced in words permitting of 
no further doubt as to the immediate

The manifesto implies Bulgaria 
has no quarrel with the entente pow- 
ers. 
It explains that they, like Ger- 
many. were prepared to give Bulgaria 
the greater part of Macedonia. 


"Our 
treacherous 
neighbor, 
Serbia, 
alone remained infle.xible in the face of 
the advice of her friends and allies," Wie 
manifesto continues. 
"Far from listen- 
ing to their counsels, Serbia, in animos- 
ity, stupidly attacks our territory and 
our brave troops have been forced to 
fight for the defense of their own soil." 


In conclusion King Ferdinand says:. 
"The European war is nearing a close 
with the victorious armies of the cen- 
tral empire in Serbia are advancing 
rapidly. 
I command our vailant army 
to drive the enemy from the limits of 
our* kingdom 
and 
crush 
this felon 
neighbor. 
We shall fight the Serbs at 
the same time as the brave armies of 
the central empires."

A genuine miser is a man who col- 


lects money for tne mere enjoyment 


of its 
possession, 
not for what it 


buys either, in pleasure or power, 


but just as a magpie collects things. 


Indeed, 
a 
fanciful 
psychologist 


might explain miserliness on the 


grounds, of atavism and say that it 


was a reversion to ancestral type, a 


throw-back to our alleged bird an- 


cestors, just as some weakly imag- 


inative criminologists explain crime 


as a reversion to the primitive man. 


The one is no more unjust to the 


magpie than the other is to the sav- 


age. 


Several things strike one in study- 
ing these people, especially the great 
ago to which many of them live. In- 
deed, if any one wanted an argu- 
ment to prove that we of today ^have 
become too dainty and nice and la- 
dy-like in claiming that cleaixfood 
and plenty of it, clean houses with 
much light and ventlation, frequent 
bathing, in short, all the things the 
worshipers, of the good hygiene de- 
mand, are necgssary 
for th^ main- 
tenance of health and even of life, 
and that rather rougher life would 
strengthen tho race, he has at hand 
a plausible argument in the longevi- 


ty of misers. 


Of course the real explanation is 
that only tho sturdy can be misers 
and survive. 
Their 
longevty does 


prove, however, that, given a roan of^^ to associate a certain form of 
strong constitution, be can survive 
with miserly characteristics. 


under the hardest conditions of life. 
It does prove that congenital ability 
to resist stress has more to do with 
long life, not with the mere saving 
for a few years of useless lives, tbaa 
any external circumstance. 
Surely 
few men leading the most hygienic 
and sheltered lives, and the termi 
have 
unfortunately 
become in th< 
minds of many people synonymous, 
live as long as many misers who ex^ 
pose themselves to so many of th4 
evils 
that we 
are taught always 
kill. 


Social standing has no bearing on 
the causation of 
miserliness, since 
its victims are found in all ranks 
of society. Children of rich and poor, 
learned and unlearned, o{ good and 
bad, all alike may come to the same 
end. and disbelievers in heredty maj 
use this as an argument, but the^ 
should remember that externals pi as 
little pjirt in heredity. Nee4 of mo» 
ey seems rarely, if ever, to be an 
exciting cause in starting from ne- 
cessity what latee becomes a fixed 
habit 


That the condition 1» pathological 
goes without saying, but It is not an 
insanity in the technical, restricted 
meaning of the word. 


I have tried to learn^because I 
believe that all 
conatitutional dis- 
ease stamps the external 
anatomy 
with its individual hall mark, only 
our eyes are not sharp enough often 
to see it—whether there is a charac- 
teristic physiognomy In misers, but 
without success. 


'The only conclusion that one can 
draw is that misers, like, most ab- 
normal people, 
do haf& 
casts ol 
countenance 
which are unlike the 
ordinary types, of faces. 
Many ol 
tbem have'the same '.00k of furtive 
intensity 
that 
is 
common in the 
paranoiac, the religious maniac, and 
in many other dwellers in the bor- 
derland of insanity. 
They are al- 
most all t^in, but often wiry. 'They 
are long^ faced, and may have high, or 
sloping foreheads. 
Tóelr noses are 
frequently long, and seldonrbroad at 
the..opening of the nostrils. 


In one minor mental characteristic 
they often resemble a certain typo ol 
chronic maniac in possessing a cut- 
ting, sarcastic 
and cruel senae ol 
wit. Doubtless 
many of the witty 
sayings 
attributed 
to 
them 
ara 
apocryphal, but many are true, and 
even the false ones 
show that un- 
consciously the public 
has learned

French Beat Back Three Assaults, Says

Berlin, Oct. 5.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press).—German farm- 
ers will continue to feed the country 
without the aid of oversea imports, in 
the opinion of Prof. Gerlach, an au- 
thority in agricultural chemistry. Speak- 
ing before the German agricultural so- 
ciety at its yearly meeting at Berlin, 
he gave details showing to what extent 
in 1914 and 1915 the yield of crops 
was increased by using sulphate of am- 
monia and cyanamide, a combination of 
atmospheric nitrogen with calcium, as 
fertilizers. In these fertilizers, he says, 
German farmers have a f;illy satisfac- 
tory substitute for the nitrate of soda 
which they have been importing to the 
amount of about 800,000 tons a year. 


Prof. Gerlach regards the new in- 
dustry of extracting nitrogen from the 
atmosphere as of great promise for the 
futtire of the German food supply. 
He 
said that the factories for its recov- 
cr3', mostly begun since the outbreak of 
the war, are now finished or nearing 
completion, and that when they are 
all in operation they will produce yearly 
an equivalent of 120,000 tons of pure 
nitrogen or already considerably more 
than half of what was formerly im- 
ported. 
A considerable proportion of 
this is now being used by the military 
authorities for making ammunition but 
will, after the war, be available for fer- 
tilizing purposes. 


Pending the increase of the output 
till all kinds of crops can be fertilized 
with cvanamide. 
Prof. Gerlach advises 
that it be used mainlv for increasing 
the grain yield; potatoes—^the largest 
crop produced in Germany—can do very 
well without a fertilizer, as is proved by 
the splendid crop of this year.

It represents 2,600

300,000 ai-ain growers. 
Hie National Farmers' Union, the National 
Grange, and various state branches of the American Society of 
Equity, making a total representation of a million farmers, also 
have been asked to send delegates. 


A million farmers banded together should be able to get pretty 
nearly anything they desire, and inasmuch as both eminent financiers 
and distinguished congressional leaders have been invited to assist 
In threshing out the question, there is small doubt that definite ac- 
somplishment ^vlll come from the Chicago meeting.

He Made Just Two Million Perfectly 
Good Dollars Out of a Pile of Junk 


Enterprising Young Ameri- 
can from Indiana, Now in 
Briiish Navy, 
Took a 
Plunge and Made It Win. 


Seattle, Wash., Oct. 18.—How an en- 
terprising young American from Indi- 
ana, an officer in the British navy, got 
possession of a oflating junk pile and 
made it earn millions of dollars is one 
of the strangest stories ever written. 


He fs Capt. D. H. Smith, and the 
junk heap is the convict ship Success, 
the oldest ship in the world, which re- 
cently ended a month's stay in Seattle 
harbor. 
• He staked his savings on her in a 
gamble with chance and a "hunch"' as 
she lay in the Thames, at London, eight 
years ago, a white 
elephant on the 
hands of her owners. 


He has converted her into a perpet- 
ual gold mine, and now, at 42, he is 
worrjing because he can't let go of her. 


Let us now temporarily forget Capt. 
Smith and consider England's penal sys- 
tem early in the 19th century. 


When nien committed offenses then 
they were often deported to Australia 
in Britain's notorious prison hulks. 


There were five 
of 
these prison 
hulks, and Capt. Pricc was their com- 
mander. 
He was a veritable find, and 
his subordinates were demons and his 
ships were floating hells. 


For years this went on, until the 
Australian commonwealth arose in pro- 
test and abolished the system. 
Out of 
the fleet of five prison'hulks, four were 
broken up, - by government order, for 
the teak wood and copper 
in 
their 
hulls. 


By some oversight no order was en- 
tered jigaiost the Success, flagship of 
Capt. Price. 
This was in 1868. 


From then until 1880 she served as 
a M'oman's Reformatory, and then for 
two yeys as an ammunition store ship, 
when a syndicate bought her, anchored 
her in Sydney harbor, and started her 
on her career as an e.\hibition ship. 


Small boats carried many sightseer'» 
from the shore to view her, until the 
government, alarmed that its past sins 
should thus be shown, ordered the ship 
scuttled and sunk. 


She lay a^t the bottom of Sydney har- 
bor five years, and the syndicate diec 
of financial paralysis. 
A second syndi- 
cate raised her and look her back to 
England, where she was again opened 
as an exhibition ship, on the Thames. 


She was moored at an obscure pier 
in London, and London knew nothing of 
her. 
She was just a little "tupen'y 
show." She lay there for years, a mis- 
erable frost, and her Australian owiy 
ers, 16,000 niiles from home, were sick 
of her, and offered her for sale. 


Here enters Capt. Smith. 
Capt. Smith was bom in Indiana of 
English parents. 
On his 18th birthday, 
at their insistence, he entered the Brit- 
ish navy and sailed all over the world. 
He heard many times of the Successj 
and took an interest in her. 


He found her one'day as he was ex- 
ploring through London's streets, and 
went aboard. He had heard she was for 
sale. ' 


Capt. Smith had.a little money sav- 
ed. 
With part of it,he got a 30-dav 
option on the battered old ship, and 
then hastened to the British ^museum, 
where he read np on the old convfet sy«- 
tem, taking notes as he read. . He had 
dreamed of no such blot on the pages 
of Britain's history. 
He picked up his 
notes-and hiirried to the editorial office 
of the 16 leading dailies of London. 


The editors .sat up and rubbed their 
eyesy It was new stuff to them. 
They 
saw news in it—all but 
the 
stately 
Times, the official organ of the'govern- 
ment, "the watchdog of Great Îtritain^' 


The Times suspected.a veiled attack 
on the government, 
and would/have- 
none of it. 
»

the dead buried beneath that mound. 


The Mound of Cahokia 
is near 
East St. Louis. 
It is the work of the 
mound builders and its history is 
lost in the oblivion of the past. 
' The Monks of Canokia are basi- 
ness men of Illinois. They now num- 
ber more than 500, yet as was said 
before, during the entire ceremony 
at the mound the identity of each 
monk is concealed from that of the 
other and no word is interchanged 
between them. 


There, before that mystic pile that 
contains beneath it the bones of per- 
haps the oldest inhabitants of this 
, continent, with the moon as the only 
light for ceremony, 
the Monks ot 
Cahokia chant their sad song to the 
memory of a forgotten race. 


The chant of the new in the hon- 
or of the'old is the only link that 
binds 
a forgotten 
race of mound 
builders to the present generation of 
Monks. 


DRESS LIKE 
KU KLUX. 


The organization of the Monks of 
Cahokia was formed many 
years 
ago and not until recently were the 
names of any of its members known. 
As mysterious as the Ku Klux or the 
Bight riders of Kentucky, these men 
la their cowls and 
wearing masks 
gathered 
at periods 
to engage in 
their 
mystic 
work. 
Glimmering 
lights appearing as will-o'-the-wisps 
•ccasionally 
gave 
to passersby 
a 
glimpse of this secret organization 
at its ritualistc work, but the full 
account of what occurrs about the 
mound w^hen the monks are at their 
prayers 
or rather incantations nev- 
er has been fully known. 


There are weird sounds, strange 
noises and strange vords 
as the 
songs are sung for the dead of Ca- 
Hokia Mound. The fleeting figures in 
their queer garb, the almost uncàn-, 
ny sounds of the incantations and 
the very mystery of the action of 
the monks, might lead to the belief 
that the dead mound builder» were 
reincarnated and were singing tbeir 
laments.

Until recently the names of the 
leaders of the Monks were shrouded 
in mystery. Some of the forms were 
recognized, but the Monks never re- 
vealed any of their secrets or ad- 
mitted ^ven their membership. 


However, they finally decided that 
this gigantic mound should be per- 
petuated, and decided to call on con- 
gress to purchase the land on which 
It is located. 
Congress, however. 
Called to act favorably and now th« 


matter is before the Illinois legisla- 
ture. 


The pyblici^r necessary for such a 
project revealed the names of the 
leaders of the movement George E. 
Little o^ EdwardsArille is Lord High 
Chancellor and J. H, Dierker of Ed- 
wardsville is amanuensis. 
Among 
the recently admitted members are 
Congressman William E. Dodenberg, 
Judge W. E. Hadley çf Edwardsville 
and Dr. Henry H. Whelpley, an arch- 
eologist pf St. Louis, who has ex- 
plored the ancient mound and has 
taken from it many valuable relics.

THE MODEBÎÎ. 


The membership of the order now 
equals 5Q0, more than 150 new ones 
being initiated at a recent meeting 
at the Elks' club. This was one of 
the few initiations not held at the 
mound itself^ and antiquity was mix- 
ed with the modern by a cabaret fol- 
lowing thé initiation. 


Before the service the Monks in 
their strange 
garb paraded the 
streets of East St. Louis,Jieaded by a 
brass band. They were so disguised 
by their masks and with the hoo<i of 
their oowlt drawn over their heads 
that it was impossible for the crowd 
that viewed the parade to recognize 
any individual. 


The Mound of Cahokia is in St. 
Clair county, Illinois. It is surround- 
ed by a chain of smaller mounds. In 
all there are 26 mounds in an area of 
260 acres and it/is this land that 
the Monks have asked the state of 
Illinois to purchase as a park. 


The history of the ancient race that 
constructed these mounds is buried 
in the deepest 
antiquity. 
Archae- 
ologists are certain that they even 
ante-dated the Indians who were 
supposed to be the first inhabitants 
of this continent > 


Geologists, too. give to the mound 
builders a very early period in the 
history of the world. It is certain 
from ob8ervation§ of both classes 
of scientists 'that at some period es- 
timated as far back as 10,000 to 20.- 
000 years ago'by the geologists and 
2,000 to 5.000 by archeologists and 
historians, there lived in America an 
ancient race that in many ways ex- 
celled in accomplishments the In- 
dians who succeeded them. 


What the exact period of ^heir ex- 
istence was never will be learned, 
unless at some future date the ex- 
ploration of some of the mounds re- 
veals tablets that will give the world 
the history of this most ancient race.

They had spears with iron heads 
and bodies orbambqo, crudely fash- 
ioned knives of iron blades and 
wooden handles. 
-yThey had mills for grinding meal, 
the latter showing that in clviliza- 
.tion they surpassed the Indian, al-

The glacial or drift period drove 
many animals from th.e western 
hemisphere to the eastern across 
what is now Behring sea.^ 


Thus it is apparent that the last 
vesU^'of human life disappeared 
after ib^ great ice floes came down 


from the north. When after thou- 
sands of years this ice melted there 
came to North America the Indians.

They See at Movies Too ' 
Seriously. 


Evanaville, Ind., Oct. 18.—Evansville 
mothers fear their daughters are adapt- 
ing to real life the romances they view 
in "reel life." 
At a meeting of the 
Mothers' club of Centennial 
school, 
plans wefe discuased to obtain mother- 
supervision of the "movies." 


Although the screen drama's worth 
as an educational agent is admitted by 
teachers and parents, they have return- 
ed the following indictments: 
Young 
girls are prone to take too seriously 
the romance of the movies. They yearn 
for the„ seeming ease of milady of the 
screen. 
Marriage is held up to ridi- 
cule. 


E. P. Wiles, principal of the high 
shool, says the rapid 
transitions 
of 
some films detract 
from the child's 
power of concentration. 
To offset the 
evil influence they fear la produced by 
certain classes of filmed theatricals the 
mothers would put the ban on the fol- 
lowing: 
The 
melo-dnunatic 
gunplay 
drama; the "love-sick" moving picture; 
moving pictures holding marriage up to 
ridicule and depending for comedy on 
violations of the marriage vows. 


Women say that federal censorship 
of the screen play will be the subject 
of resolutions submitted to the State 
Federation of Woman's clubs at Indian- 
apolis. 
They declare 
that 
different 
grades of pictures should be provided 
for pfeople of different ages and this 
work, it was said, would have to be 
done by women. 


Mrs.' Molly Carter, 
of the Rosedalc 
Mothers' club, said 
her 
organization 
would be glad to join in a campaign for 
better movies. 
She said: "We mothers 
have noted the effect of various pictures 
on our daughters. 
The girls see too 
much love makin^f in moving pictures 
and as a result they be^n to think of 
the boys too early in life. 
They be- 
come less obedient when they observe 
the free and easy attitude of the wo- 
men of the motion picture. 
Many of 
these so-called comedies use infidelity to 
marriage vows 
as 
the 
central 
plot. 
Marriage is held up to ridicule and- the 
young people think of the marital state 
more lightly. 
The national board of 
censorship Is doing good work, but it 
is necessarily limited in its activities." 


E. P. ^V^es said: "Pictures that shift 
rapidly from scene to scene have a ten- 
dency to destroy the child's power of 
concentration. 
Motion 
pictures, when 
used in the right way, have a great ed- 
ucational value. 
As soon as the moth- 
ers demand a better class of plays for 
their children, the exhibitors will insist 
on a better class for their houses. What 
is all right for the adult may not be 
good for the child." 


The Mothers' 
club 
of 
Centennial 
school will ask the co-operation of other 
mothers' clubs of the city. 
The mothers 
will endeavor, they t»y, to have cer- 
tain days set aside on which special 
pictures will be shown for the 
little 
ones.

Violent Prelude to German Attempt to 
Break Belgian Lines. 


Lapanne, 
Belgium, 
Oct. 
17.— (Via 
Paris, Oct. 18.)—The Belgische Stand- 
ard, published here, says that a terrible 
bombardment 
was in 
progress 
along 
Yser 
fronts 
Saturday 
and 
Siuiday 
nights. 
The firing was especially vio- 
lent n«ar Dixmude and Ypres. 
This 
bombardment was the prelude to an at- 
tempt by the Germans to break the Bel- 
gian lines. 
The Belgian artillery re- 
turned the fire, sh^eUing the enemy's 
conunimication trenches and scattering 
his infantry as they leaped from the 
trenches. 
A second attack on a smaller 
scale also was repulsed. 
This offensive 
took plac« in the Dixmude region at a 
spot 
known 
as 
"Death's ^Highway," 
which has been stubobmly disputed by 
both sides. 
Although mowed down in 
rows the Belgians have been "holding 
their own and not yielding an inch of 
groimd.

The capitol has an intense fascination 
for him, and he has had etereopticon 
views prepared of its most interesting 
features for the entertainment of the 
people back home on his occasional va- 
ca ti»,,j. 


Not on Pay Roll. 


Contrary to a somewhat general be- 
lief, the guides are not on the govern- 
ment pay rolls. All they make for their 
services belongs to them. 
Every night 
the earnings of the day are put into a 
loraraon pot, divided into twelve equal 
parts, and each guidf takes his share. 
They have thoir captain, who has head- 
quarters in tlio capitol rotunda. 
That 
is the one. place about the capitol where 
visitors are certain to come. 
The cap- 
tain solicits visitors and a.ssigns guides 
to conduct the various parties about the 
building. 
In the evening the captain di- 
vides tho income of thg- day. 
At 9 
;rclock every morning the guides begin 
work and they "knock off"' at 4:30 
p. m. 


On certain .Sundays, as well as on 
week days, the capitol is open to visi- 
tors. 
There is a 
fixed 
schedule 
of 
charges for showing visitors over the 
building, "^vhich is 25 cents an individ- 
ual, except in the case of schools, for 
which a special charge of 10 cents eich 
person is made. 
Visitors are most nu- 
merous in April and May, when 
the 
schools come, but the guides' will tell 
you that 
thoir best 
money 
making 
months are August and'October, when 
the tourists mainly are subject to the 
2 5-cent rate. 
The guides dread to see 
winter come, for while the capitol is 
often thronged with fashionable society 
women in that season, they generally 
depend on having members of the con- 
gress show them around and ignore the 
guides.

Steady and Systematic Cur- 
tailment in Liquor Sales 
Since War. 


Stockholm, Sweden, Sept. 30.—(Cor- 
respondence of The Associated 
Press). 
—Although n,othing so drastic as tho 
prohibition measures of Russia has been 
attempted in Sweden," there has been, 
since the beginning of the war, a steady 
and systematic curtailment in the sale 
of liquor, which is approvingly regarded 
by temperance advocates as a decided 
step toward absolute prohibition. 
The 
"Stockholm system" of allowing each 
citizen only a fi^ed quantity of spirit- 
uous drink, which was inaugurated just 
after the war started, has now been 
extended to thîHy-one of the 'hundred 
districts in Sweden, and according to a 
government order recently issued, will, 
after the first of January, 1916, apply 
to the whole of Sweden. 


The "Stockholm system," which al- 
lows pvery citizen in good standing in 
the city to become a moderate drimcer, 
while effectively > preventing him from 
becoming a/ drunkard, was ingcniotisly 
(levised by Dr. Ivan Bratt. present di- 
rector of the system, after all other ex- 
pedients had failed. 
Dr. Bratt has been 
lauded, condemned, idolized, and ridicul 
ed, and his work has become the theme 
of almost daily discussion in the news- 
papers of Swèdcn, some of which criti- 
cise him for being too moderato and 
others too extreme in his reforms. But 
on one point they all ar eagreed. The 
system works. 


In the'first place, the liquor com- 
panies, while directed by private iridivr 
iduals were practioalJy 
made govern- 
ment concerns, for all profits were to 
go to the government. 
This removed 
any incentive on the part of the diree- 
tors to- over-production. 
It was fol- 
lowed by a careful supervision of the 
supply of liquor furnished to hotels, res- 
taiirants and public bars. 
These places 
still had a right to as much liquor as 
they required, but they were only al- 
lowed profit on a reasonable amount of 
trade. If ihcy did .business in excesg of 
that an^ount fixed by tfee government,' 
they had to purchase this additional 
supply at retail price, and were, forced' 
to sell at the same 
prices. 
This, it 
would seem, would remove the sealqus 
effort of hotel proprietors to make their 
lif^Hor trade as large as possible. 


But none of these 
expedients was 
successful. 
The total consumption of 
liquor was scarcely 
diminished. 
The 
amount of drunkenness in Sweden show- 
ed no decrease, and hospitals and med- 
ical records< were as full of alcoholic 
patients and case? of illness caused by 
alcoholisi». as before. It was evident 
that the decrease in the ampunt of li- 
quor sdl<iat HotelB and borg wm offset 
by the increased busineaji done at win« 
stores, where customer« bought as much 
bottled spirits M tbey liked and took 
it -home. for. «onsumption.

operation, was devised by Dr. Bratt at 
the beginning of 'the war. It allowed 
every citizen in good standing to buy 
one litre and no more of spirituous li- 
quor every 
days. To make this plan 
feasible, eacii person was jirovidcd with 
a small book resembling a communta- 
tion railroad ticket, from which a cou- 
pon was torn every time the consumer 
bought his litre of whiskey, 
brandy, 
cognac, punch, 
schnapps, or whatever 
kind of alcoholic beverage he fancied. 
At the same time, his book Avas stamp- 
ed with the date of the purchase so 
that it would be dear to the dealer 
when he made his last purchase. 
With- 
out 
showing his book, no citizen of 
Stockholm, has the remotest chance of 
obtaining a bottle of liquor anywhere 
in the city. 
The regulation is rigidly 
enforced. 


It is true that in some cases, how- 
ever, /exceptions are made. 
If one can 
persuade the authorities 
that on ac- 
count of his social position'and the de 
mands of constant entertainment om.- 
litre every five days is totally 
inade- 
quate, and if the authorities are con» 
vinced that such a person can be trust- 
ed with more liqiior" withoJit abusing 
the privilege conferred npon him, he is 
then given a. speciaTlicense to purchase 
two, three or more litres, according to 
the circumstances. 
On the other hand, 
if the person is a notorious drunkard, 
has a. police record, or ha.«» in any way 
incurred the displeasure of the author- 
ities. he is allowed no liquor at all. Fov 
purposes oi ascertaining the standing of 
the citizens in the community, an elah 
orate card catalogue system is "main- 
tained at the central bureau and nil 
questions of allowing any person nior-» 
or less than the ordinary amount of li- 
quor are referred to this. 


The results o fthis system are al- 
ready remarkabft. 
Tn 1914, the total 
consumption of spirituous liquors was 
onlv 
2.979,682 litres, compared with 
5,004,642 
litres for the year before. 
The decrease in 1915 has been even 
more marked.

BULGARIAN TOWN IS TAKEN. 


Serbiap and Anglo-French Troops Oc 
cupy Strumitza. 


London, Oct. 18.—Serbian and Anglo 
French troons have occupied the Bulga 
rian town 
of 
Strumitza, fifty miles 
north of Salonika, according to ofiicial 
telegrams from • Athens. 
This follows 
closely upon news that Serbians with 
allied assistance have repulsed a Bui 
garian attack at Vilandovo, turning the 
advance of the Btilgars into a retreat 
beyond thei rown borders. 


Thus 
the 
Anglo-French-Serbian 
ac 
tion in the Balkans has leaped out of 
the field of surmise into a vivid fore 
ground of fact and is asserted by Lou 
don military observers to have been 
crowned at the outset with success. 


This arrival of French troops at the 
psychological moment when 
the 
Ser 
bians' struggle with 40,000 newly ar 
rived Bulgarians at Vilandovo still hun< 
in the balance, has dramatic qualities 
which for the moment have completely 
eclipsed the military c.vploits in other 
theaters.

Objects to hàcomc "Death 
as Result of Air Raid'' 
in London. 


London, Oct. 18.—An inquest on the 
bodies of the threef'victin9s of the first 
bomb dropped in 
Zeppelin raid last 
Wednesday night on the London area 
and of three others who were killed or 
died as the result of 
subsequent 
air 
bombs all within the same wrea was 
held today. 
The verdict in each case 
was "death as the result of an air raid." 


The father of one of the victims stood 
up in court and protested a^gainst the 
laconic verdict reached. 
He cried: "My 
son was murdered bv the order of the 
kaiser. 
I summon the kaiser to meet 
me before the judgment seat of God to 
answer for the death of my son and of 
those other poor people." 


Of those killed by the first bomb one 
was a railroad employe, both of whose 
thighs were broken. His wife, who was 
T)y his side, escaped imhin-t. 
The sec- 
,ond 
was 
a 
man who was killed by 
broken^ glass 
which cut 
through his 
neck. , The third victim was a woman, 
the lower part of whose spine was com- 
pletel3' smashed. 


The other dead Avere the victims of 
a bomb dropped in the middle of a wide 
thoroughfare. 
The missile ,pierced 
a 
gas main, causing a fire which lasted 
several hours before the gas oould be 
cut off. 


A driver, a conductor and a special 
constable were killed in a motor bus 
upon which the bomb landed. 


Incendiary and explosive bombs were 
dropped in the same spot. These pierced 
a water main and the rush of water 
quickly extinguished fire caused by the 
incendiarj' bombs, but 
several 
people 
passing at the time were killed or in- 
jured. 
A number of the victims over 
whose bodies the inquest was held today 
died from shock or in a hospital as a 
result of their injuries.

HARD FIGHTING ON 


FRONT IN LORRAINE 


PEESIDENT WILSON OFFICIATING AT AE 


ilNGTON MEMORIAL CEREMONY. 


Paris, Oct. 10— French forces have re- 


pulsed several counter attacks in the 
Lorraine district afininst trenches occu- 
pied by them yesterday, according to 
tho official statement issued by the 
French war office today. The text of 
the communication follows:

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State's Work for Health. 


State Food and Drug Commissioner Barnard, in a report just 


submitted to the state board of health, has outlined a rather pre- 
tentious program of activities which makes it evident that the de- 
partment is determined to prosecute still more vigorously its com- 
pajgn for btalth and its program of disease prevention in Indiana. 
It is needless to say, also, that no more important work than this 
can claim the attention of any department of the state government. 
Investigation of the water supply of various cities in the state; in- 
vestigation of food and drug samples-, investigation of persons dis- 
pensing food in restaurants, bakeries and groceries a*d other pubbc 
places and further investigation of the milk problem are the impor- 
tant avenues of Commissioner Barnard's endeavors. 


That these are being conducted on a more extensive scale than 


ig generally appreciated is made evident by some sections of the 
report of the commissioner. By way of example there is cited the 
analysis oi the water supply in Logansport and in Noblesville. 
With the assistance of city officials and the work of seniors at Pur- 
due DeVatiw and Hntler universities, the commission investigated 
2210 samples in Lojcansport. finding 674 samples dangerous. 
In 


Noblesville. '.m samples were analyzed and 100 were found to be 
bad 
The water supply was contaminated in many places through 


surroundings and in many i>l«co» tbc wells were closed. The com- 
mission also has analyze.! the water supply in Booneville, Aurora. 
Paoli, West Baden and French Lick. 


Along with its other work during recent months there has been 


an investigation of 2.00U places dispensing food or drags in Indiana, 
Md the inspectors have condemned and ordered closed forty-four 
of these while, others not so flagrantly offensive were given oppor- 
tunity to correct the occasion for criticism. Supplemental to the 
board's work, too, has been the observance of disease prevention day 
and the "health week" crusades in many Indiana cities. Altogether, 
the work for public health in Indiana bus assumed most encouraging 
proportions. Its fruits will be the conservation of human life and 
incalculable additions to the sum total of human happiness, to say 
nothing of the lightening of the load of physical suffering. It will 
be well worth while for each of us to second in every way possible 
the public health efforts of the state department. 


Those who have deluded themselves with the idea that all the 


possible systems, pretexts and excuses for levying taxes had been 
exhausted, will now he under necessity of revising their estimates. 
Some New York genius has proposed a habitation tax as an equit- 
able and effective means of raising revenues for that city, in which 
one would be assessed in proportion to the. sort of place of residence 
he occupies, whether it he hovel, mansion, flat or hotel, and whether 
It be owned or merely rented by the occupant.

stones around the financial necks of 
the owners. 
Feed, housing, taxes, in- 


terest on investment, and labor bcin^ 
the yearly cost of keeping a dairy cow 
in Allen county urr to about $55. 
Not 


much profit in cpws costing us $55 a i 
year to keep, anil returning to us but 
$51.60. A farmer' having ten such cows 
might believe he. wh.-. making money out 
of them, as they would be bringing him 
t>. gross,return 'of $510, but if he went 
into his business a little deeper, he 
would find himself out just $34 for his 
trouble. How to Make Money. 


There nre many cows in oar county 


bringing in a gross return of $100 nnd 
more, leaving a handsome profit. 
As 


many more of them, however, are be- 
low ' the average. 
Shall we conclude, 


tl.cn, that there is no money in dairy- 
ing and quit the business? 
The one 


way out is to use nothing but, bulls 
having a long record of producers be- 
hind them. Ohio State- university found 
that a pure-bred dairy bull was worth, 
on the first generation of offspring, $1,- 
600 more than a scrub. These two bulls 
were erosscd-on the same herd of com- 
mon cows on twp successive 
jeara

instance and seven in 


resulted in 
the other. 
The 


offsnrin" of the scrub bull averaged 
30 pounds of butter fat per year less 
than their dams, while the offspring 
from the pure-bred bull average 40 
pounds of tutter fat more than their 
dams. 
This made a difference of 70 


pounds of butter fat per year in the 
offspring of the two bulls crossed on 
the same 
cows. 
This 70 pounds of 


butter fat would sell for $21. The pro- 
duction would1 continue to increase with 
each generation as long as u good bull 
was used. 


Poor Business Methods. 


The whole trouble is that the avcrsuro 


farmer is a poor business man. The av- 
erage farmer does not know how much 
butter fat each of his uowa produces. 
In an average farm herd there nre a 
few 
cows that, are really making n 


profit, most of them mere boarders, and 
some' that are losing the farmer money 
every day .they are kept, on the farm. 
Dairy records 'nnd a pure-bred bull of 
high" breeding would soon eliminate the 
money-losers and make each generation 
higher producers than the last. 
Milk 


records require but very little time, and 
will pay high dividends. The Habcocl: 
test for butter fat is simple, and the 
only test that is reliable. 
The whole 


outfit, milk scales, tester and 
record 


sheets would cost aliout seven dollars, 
and would be the most profitable imple- 
ments on the farm. The county agent 
stands ready at any time to demon- 
strate the. proper method of keeping 
of these records and making the test 
to anv group of individuals thot may 
ask.

No 
veneering of acquired characteris- 
tics can prevent the real man show- 
ing through.

In classifying the type it must be 


remembered that a miser is not 
merely a man extremely stingy: mi- 
serliness is not mere avarice. Again, 
:i man may deprive himself of ev- 
erything except, the barest necessi- 
ties, even live in flllb. aud yet uul 
be a miser, because his motive 
i.'i 


purely altruistic, purely a desire to 
do good during life or after death. 


A genuine miser is a man who col- 


Tects money for tne mere enjoyment 
of its. possession, not for what it 
buys either in pleasure or power, 
but just as a magpie collects things. 
Indeed, 
a 
faneiful 
psychologist 


might explain miserliness on the 
grounds of atavism and say that it 
was a. reversion to ancestral type, a 
throw-back to our alleged bird an- 
cestors, just as somo weakly imag- 
inative criminologisis explain crime 
as a reversion to the primitive man. 
The one !s no more unjust to the 
magpie than the other is to the sav- 
age. 


Several things strike- one in study- 


ing these people, especially the great 
age to which many of them live. In- 
deed, iif any one wanted an argu- 
ment'to prove that we of today have 
become too dainty and nice and la- 
dy-like in claiming that cleau-food 
and plenty of it, clean houses with 
much light and ventlation, 'frequent 
bathing, in short, all the things tho 
worshipers, of the good hygiene de- 
mand, are necessary 
for the main- 


tenance of health and even of life, 
and that rather rougher life would 
strengthen the race, he has at hand 
a plausible argument in the longevi- 
ty of misers. 
' Of course the real explanation is 
that only tho sturdy can be misers 
and survive. 
Their longeyty does 


prove, however, that, given a man of 
strong constitution, he can survive 


under the hardest conditions of llf». 
It does prove that congenital ability 
to resist stress has more to do^ with 
long life, not with the mere saving 
for a few years of useless lives, tba« 
any external circumstance. Surely 
few men leading the most hygienic 
and sheltered lives, and the termi 
have unfortunately become in th< 
minds of many people synonymous. 
live as long as many misers who ex- 
pose themselves lo so many of thi 
evils that wo are taught alwayi 
kill. 


Social standing has no bearing on 


tho causation of miserliness, sines 
its victims are found In all ranks, 
of society. Children of rich and poor, 
learned and unlearned, of good and 
had, all alike may come to the samt 
end, and disbelievers in heredty maj 
use this as an argument, but thej 
should remember that externals plaj 
little part in heredity. Need of .mo* 
cy seems rarely, if ever, to be an 
exciting cause ^n starting from ne- 
cessity what later becomes a fixed 
habit 


That the condition is pathological 


goes without saying, but it is not an 
Insanity.Jn the technical, restricted 
meaning of the word. 


I have tried to learn—because I 


believe that all constitutional dis- 
ease stamps the external anatomy 
with its individual hall mark, only 
our eyes are not sharp enough "often 
to see it—whether there is a charac- 
teristic physiognomy in misers, but 
without success. 


The only conclusion that one can 


draw is that misers, like most ab- 
normal people, do have casts ot 
countenance which are unlike the 
ordinary types of faces. 
Many ol 


them have the same look of furtive 
intensity that is common in the 
paranoiac, tlie religious maniac, ,and 
in many other dwellers in the bor- 
derland of insanity. They are al- 
most all thin, but often wiry. They 
arc long faced, and may have high or 
sloping foreheads. Their noses are 
frequently long, and seldom broad at 
the opening of the nostrils. 
/ 


In one minor mental characteristic 


they often resemble a certain typo oi 
. chronic maniac in possessing a cut- 


ting, sarcastic and cruel seiuo ol 
wit. 
Doubtless many of the witty 


sayings attributed to 
tlysm are 


apocryphal, but many are true, and 
even the false ones show that un- 
consciously tho public has leainec 
to associate a certain form of wi 
with miserly characteristics.
